FAKE MESSENGERS GET 
BONDS WORTH $10,000 


Leaks in Stock Exchange Houses 


Indicate an Organized In- 


telligence System 


New York, March 4.—Tvo robber- 


ies in the financial district in which 
bogus messengers escaped with $10,- 
000 worth of bonds and securities were 
reported tonight. 


These thefts indicate that the fake 


messengers are working uifder organ-' 
toed intelligence system," according to 
officials of the surety company which, 
suffered through th° robberies. The 
fact that the "messengers" possess the 
information that they do indicated, 
they added, that leaks are taking place 
within the stock exchange houses. 


Thefts aggregating $200,000 have 


been reported in the last few days, 
according to Assistant District Attor- 
ney Dooling. who said these robberies 
were not considered a part of "the 
messenger boy thefts." They appear 
to be the work of trusted employes, 
he said. who. have manipulated the 
books in brokerage houses. 


The theft of securities, Mr. Dooling 


declared, have occurred from Jack- 
sonville to Toronto, and from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific.

OPENS POLITICAL ROW 


Democrats Charge Inquiry Is To 


Check Growing Popularity of 


Presidential Candidate 


Washington. JIarcli 4.—A hoi politi- 


cal row broke out in the house today 
when the Republicans forced through 
a resolution authorizing investigation 
by the judiciary committee of the acts 
of Attorney General i'almer in con- 
nection with prices charged for Louis. 
iana sugar. The Democrats bitterly op- 
posed the project, charging icpeatedly 
that it was designed as an indirect 
impeachment of Mr. Palmer and only 
intended as a means of, checking the 
"growing popularity" of a Democrat- 
ic presidential aspirant. 


In reply, the Republicans charged 


that the President and Mr. Palmer 
were directly responsiblu for prevail- 
ing high sugar prices, that Mr. Palmer 
had no authority to recognize the 
high liguro ut which JLouisana suKar 
sold and that he had failed to press 
action against profiteers. 


In two hours of debate on the reso- 


lution, 
offered 
by 
Representative 


Tinkham. a. Democratic member as- 
sertc-J it was a "covert" attack on Mr. 
Palmer, and was calculated to divert 
public attention from failures of the 
"incapable" Republican leadership in 
congress. 
When the time limit ex- 


pired, the resolution was put through. 
162 to 12-4, by a party vote, and the 
committee will proceed with Its in- 
quiry. 


The resolution directs that the in- 


vestigation be directed "to the admit- 
ted concurrence of the attorney gen- 
eral in maximum fixed prices" of 17 
and IS cents a pound for Louisiana

Mountain Districts Has 


His Hands Full. 


Tli» manufacture and s»le of moon- 


shine whlrty In the mountains of 
southern West Virginia Is claiming the 
dn.tp attention of W. S. llnlluhnn, pro- 
hibition commissioner, who, with a 
liirgc force of deputies, continues to 
into and make arrests almost weekly. 


There hare been times In the last 


fetv weeks when the officers hare met 
determined resistance, and already 
two men, Preston Mullens, an alleged 
moonshiner, and John D. Kennedy, a 
deputy sheriff, have lost tliclr lives In 
the campaign. 


This fight, the most serious In recent 


years, ocenrrred in the Panther creek 
section of McDowell county, on the 
Virginia border. Panther creek, the 
prohibition authorities say, Is one of 
the most active moonshinlng districts 
In the rtate. There, according to Mr. 
Hallahan, have been gathered some of 
the most famous manufacturers of 
moonshine from 
Buchanan county, 


Virginia. They know all that Is to he 
known about the Industry, and some 
of them are famed for the qualities of 
their "corn liquor." 
Usually rheir 


stills are extremely difficult to locate, 
but grudnally 1he prohibition officers 
nre hunting them out and destroying 
them. 


There Is another kind of moonshiner 


In that section who is giving the offi- 
cers much trouble. 
He makes his 


moonshine as quickly as possible, mar- 
kets It with the least delay and then 
moves his still to some other place. 


The country is mountainous and 


rough, with many fertile valleys. 
These valleys, the commissioner has 
discovered, were this year used to a 
larfe extent for the crowing of sugar 
cane, the high price of sugar having 
driven some of the oldtlme moonshin- 
ers to producing what they needed for 
domestic and moonshine purposes.

FARM HOME CONVENIENCES 


What Census of 130 Farms a Definite 


Area lieveals. 


A recent survey of a group of 136 


farm lauds situated in i dfinlte area 
in Otsego county revealer some mat- 
ters >t interest to the conveniences of 
the households am the worl-ing houis 
of women. Snme of the figures as sum- 
marized will, be of Interest, as show- 
ing alike what the women of the 
homes have and what bv inference 
.hey lack in the way of modern con- 
veniences. Among them arc the fol- 
lowing: 


Running water, "C; kitchen cabinet, 


32; breat mixer. 61; (irel.ss cooker. 
7; canner. 17; washing Miachine 101; 
vacuum cleaner, 51; carpet sweeper, 
66; 
outdoor clo&et,

closet, 5; indoor closet, 9; bath tub 
with i-unning hot water, 7; lighting by 
lamps, 1?4; by gas.

As for hours of work and rest, It 


is shown that the working day in 
summer begins at from 3 to 8 a. m. 
and closes at from 7 p. m. to-12 mid- 
night, and the average hdv.r« for rest 
each day are 7. in the winter-the day 
begins at from 5 to 9 a. m. and closes 
at from 4 to 12. Only 18 of the number 
have vacation. 


With the introduction of labor sav- 


ing devices and modern conveniences 
into the farm homes, the excessive 
hours of labor might be cut down 
materially. One Hem alone the lack 
of running water- in farm homes, 
means endless pumping and carry'"* 
of water for the housewife each da> 
he survey shows that 56 women car- 
ry water, while 55 perhaps out of con- 
sideration of their husbands do not 
specify. It has been estimated that 
farm women under such conditions 
life a ton of water a day. Why not. 
therefore, institute a country wide 
campaign for the installation of run- 
ning water in every farm home as well 
as a campaign to put every herd in 
the country on the Accredited Herd 
plan?

Buffalo, K T.—John M. Evnns. who 


says he has had years of experience 
in enforcing the prohibitory laws In 
the state of Maine, stopped off in 
Buffalo, says the Courier of that 
city, for a few hours and related some 
Interesting methods of conducting the 
liquor business under strict enforce- 
ment. 


Mr. Evans tola of many ways of 


handling "wet" goods used by "boot- 
leggers," but not one of the hundreds 
with whom he has come In contact 
ever us«d a bootleg as a depository 
for his stock in trade. 
- "While the name still sticks to In- 
dividuals who defy the liquor law out- 
side of regular saloons and kitchen 
barrooms, the bootleg full of booze 
ceased to be when the high boots with 
loose tops went out of style. 


Wai Easy to Get Booze. 


"Up to the time of the passage of 


the AVebb law *»y the federal govern- 
ment a few years ago," Mr. Evan? 
said, "providing for the labelling of 
/all 'wet' goods handled by express 
companies and other common carriers, 
It was a comparatively easy matter 
to get a plentiful supply of liquor fr >m i 
Boston wholesalers, and even after 
that most of the bootleggers managed 
to smuggle in by water or automobila, 
and there were some who concocted 
a mixture out of alcohol, water, burnt 
sugar and a dash of tabasco, which 
they passed off on many an unsuspect- 
ing victim. 


i 
"The hardest bird we ever had to 


contend with was putting out booze 
for years. We knew he was doing It, 
but we could not get the goods on him, 
and it was a long time before we pot 
him, even after we were wise to his 
system. This was his system: 
! 
"At night he would load his over- j 


ccat up with pints, half-pints and oc-1 
casionally ,a quart. These he would ! 
plant, one in a pile of clapboards in a ! 
lumber yard, another in'a junk pile' 
and still another under a doorstep or 
in a rubbish barrel in an alley. The; 
nest day his customers would come i 
to him, pay him for their purchase, j 


he would direct them to the near- j 


est plant. 
, 
i 


"We began to be' suspicious of him i 


after a woman reported seeing a man j 
remove a bottle from the muzzle of j 
one of the two historic cannon that' 
guard the Soldiers' monument. Final- 
ly we trailed him at night, watched . 
him sow his crop, harvested it aud : 
then placed him under arrest. 
i 


Strangers "Not Wanted." 
j 


"We were unable to get a co,nviction-; 


against htm, although the fellow was i 
not working and had no visible means i 
of support. It was not until we caught i 
him napping with a couple of stool 
pigeons that we finally convicted him.' 
In order for the system to work out 
well the bootlegger must be well ac- 
quainted with his customers and have 
their confidence in a large degree. 


"Another popular method of dis- 


pensing the hard stuff was through a 
couple of fountain syringes, suspend- 
ed from the shoulders one in front and 
one on the back. They would fill a 
flask or serve by the drink as desired. 


"When things begin to get too hot 


for the pocket peddlers," Mr. Evans 
continued, "they solicit business and 
fill each order one at a time by taking 
the customers' money, going to the 
Hide and returning with the goods. I 
doubt if there Is sufficient trust In 
one's fellow man for this system to 
work out successfully in a city the 
size of Buffalo. 


"We have picked up men with a 


considerable stock of booze on, their 
persons while to all appearances It 
did not seem possible that the Indi- 
vidual could have more than a flask 
or so- 


"In the days before the form-fitting 


clothes, when long coats and pe^top 
trousers were in style, many a suit 
was tailored with huge pockets in the 
tronsers. and sometimes Inside the i 
coat under t!:c arms. 
j 


"The blind ticer, so popular In the ' 


South, was never used much In Maine, j 
Its only recommendation is that It of- i 
f«rs more ot less safety in selling to ] 
strangers. Tnu

Beer Was Too Bulky. 


"The Jncthods nsed by sal<x>n keep- 


ers to keep out of the clutches of the 
law were almost ss naiaeroos as those 
of Jiootlt^cSng- The first stcj» of the 
saloon keeper when :he lid was j 


snfl ale all together, as it wg$ too j 
bulky to handle Jn tS« went of a raid. ] 


onuut or two in the bar room being 
sufficient to convince the judge. 


The ivlser ones would have two 


pitchers, one on each side of the gink, 
one full of ammonia and oue full of 
wfeUky. One sweep of the arm would 
lump them both Into the sink. The 
odor of the ammonia would prevent 
to* odor of whisky to be noticeable 
•ad the content* of the sink could be 
analysed only u spirits of ammonia. 


"All tbe Mloons In the state were 


filled with Ingenious 'hides,' most of 
which defied, detection. When a 'hide' 
was discovered It was generally the 
result of some disgruntled employee 
firing the thing away. They range 
In capacity from 'hides' large enough 
to hold a half-pint close to Uie bar 
Itself ^to false cellar walls behind 
which "ten barrels might be concealed. 
Most of the saloons had large and 
small 'hides,' the smaller ones being 
fllled up dally from the big one by 
the boss himself. 


"Some of the 'hides' consist of tanks 


set Inside of hewed-out girders in the 
floor above. These w?re connected 
with a small pipe which generally 
ended In a little 'office* right off the 
bar. You would order a pint, the bar- 
tender would return to the 'office,' 
clow a door, remove a calendar from 
tbe wall, behind which was a 'little 
disguised gascock, from this he would 
remove a cap nnd draw oft" the re- 
quired amount Other stores of booze 
were kept In the tanks ot flush closets, 
which could be flashed from behind 
the bar In case'the searchers got too 
close and the evidence would go down 
the sewer. 


"Some had their main 'hides,' on 


adjoining property that would not be 
covered by the search warrant to 
which access was had by menns of 
secret doors and subterranean pas- 
sages." 


Bter Sold Openly. 


"What about 2.73 per cent beei*" 


was asked. 


"Ever since 2.75 per cent beer was 


brewed," he replied, "It has been on 
sale openly In Maine. Fruit stores 
and small stands of all kinds paid $25 
for a federal license and put In a 
stock of bottled beer, while the sa- 
loons sold the bottled and draught 
goods both. If the saloons have a 
right to sell it because it Is non-in- 
toxicating and If it Is non-intoxicat- 
ing I can't see the necessity of carry- 
ing an excessive tax 
I can't sea 


what Js there to prevent soda foun- 
tains or anyone selling 2.75 beer af- 
ter paying the federal tax of §25. 


"Prohibition in Maine for many 


years was a joke except for occasional 
ppasms of enforcement just before an 
election when the party in power 
figured that they needed votes or the 
county treasury needed money. It is 
an interesting game to chase tjie 
evaders and I anticipate it will be 
even more so In the event of nation- 
wide prohibition."

WOUNDS OF WAR 


Qu.okly Covors Up Relics of 


Man's Destructiveness. 


WHERE CAESflR'S ARMY STOOD 


Romans' 
Victory 
at 
Berry-»u-Bac 


Mere Squabble Compared With Ter- 
rible Conflict Waged There During 
Late War— Wrecks of Tanki on 
Slope Where Roman Army Fought— 
French Clearing Up Battlefields. 


Berry-au-Bnc Is on the north bank 


of the Aisne, where the ancient road 
from Reims to Loon crosses. Before 
the war it was a prosperous village. 
On the other side of the Alsne was a 
large sugar factory, now a mass of 
twisted and rusting Iron, stones and 
mortar. 
In the town, except where 


.the highway has been cleared for 
travel, the streets are obliterated, 
and only projections of corner wails 
fcere and there suggest that this was 
once a place of habitation, writes 
Francis W. Knlsey, director of Cnl- 
rerslty of Michigan scientific expe- 
dition, In New lork Times. 


It is strange how Inperceptlbly, yet 


bow rapidly. In this climate the heal- 
ing powers of nature seek to cover 
up from sight the relics of man's 
destrucHveness, In Reims, Insurious 
ivy masks the crumbling walls of 
courts belonging to wrecked and ten- 
antless houses, and here at Rerry-au- 
Bac weeds and grass have already 
thrown a mantle over the ruins. 


Caesar There In 67 B. C. 


From ancient times this Junction of 


river and highroad has been strategi- 
cally Important Such Julius Caesar 
found it when in 57 B. C. he led a 
Roman army for the first time into 
these regions. Even then there was 
a bridge across the Alsne, apparently 
at or near the place where the bridge 
In today. 
Belgian 
hosts opposing 


this invasion assembled and were ap- 
proaching from the north. 


It was Caesar's practice to fortify 


a camp In a position favorable for 
himself, and try then to induce the 
enemy to attack him on his own 
ground. Not far below Berry-au-Bnc 
the Alsne receives from the northeast 
a small tributary, the Miette brook. 
This become* almost dry in summer. 
but It Is bo^lcred by marshy ground. 


Between the Miette and the Aisne, 


Caesar |;:: ~r- n camp, the location of 
which has iieen determined by exca- 
vations. The area of the elevation at 
the point selected reis large enongh 
for an encampment of 30,000 or 35.000 
men. The camp was surrounded by 
a palisaded rampart and trench, and 
Strengthened against attack from the 
northeast by ramparts nnd trenches 
running out from opposite corners to 
the two streams. Caesar placed a 
small fortification at the south end of 
the bridge, nnd posted detachments 
of troops at both ends. 


Romans Opposed Belgians. 


The army of the Belgians apparent- 


ly numbering several times as many 
fighting men as the Roman force, en- 
camped north of the Miette. On the 
gentle slonf of the ridge facing them. 
on the opposite side of the brook. 
Caesar drew up his Infantry in battle 
formation, hoping that Ihe impulsive 
foe would be tantalized Into charcin? 
•cross the marsh and vp the hill 
against bis triple line.

For reasons analogous to those 


which made this part of the Alsne 
a scene of battlo In Caesar's tline, In 
the autumn of 1914, !ind In the last 
two years of the war, the HtrugKles 
took pliice at Berry-nu-Bac. In the 
angle formed by the Mletle nnd the 
Alnne, and on Hill 108. so frequently 
mentioned In the dispatches. 


Hill 108 Is directly east of Berry- 


nu-Bac, on the other side of th« 
Atsne, and Is of a whitish chalk for- 
mation, easily worked. It was mined i 
and countermined until the whole sur- | 
face became n complex of yawning 
mine craters. One of these, near the 
west end of the bill, Is some 00 feet 
deep and 200 to 300 feet across at the 
top. 


Below Berry-au-Bac, near the begin- 


nln" of October, In 1914, French and 
British troops constructed 
pontoon 


bridges In- the face of art:ilery fire 
accurately directed 
from 
the high 


•ground on the north side of the Alsne, 
and again, as was reported by dis- 
patches at the time, the Aisne was 
choked with corpses. Near the Aisne 
In October, 1919, 12 months after the 
Germans withdrew from this region, 
we found a few temporary wooden 
buildings erected to house the men 
who were cleaning away the debris. 
Over near the Miette brook, at the 


1 left of the highway 'leading north, is 


a camp for German r~lsoners. 
Tank* Where Caesar's Army Stood. 


On the slope where Caesar's army 


was drawn up ore the wrecks of two 
French tanks, one of earlier, the oth- 


, er of later pattern. The latter hid 
! not reached the first German trench 


when It was hit by a shell which blew 
.thi> motor entirely out of the machine. 
It stands Just as it was when aban- 
doned. 


When we came back the second dny 


a group of German prisoners was 
searching the battlefields for scat- 
tered graves, that the bodies might 
be gathered In a cemetery. 
Such 


quests are not idle; for in cnsuftlly 
crossing the field to examine the near- j 
«r tank one could see, among the 
weeds on the edge of a shell hole,' 
part of a human spine and thigh bone; 
possibly the victim had been burled 
as he plunged forward and the earth, 
washing down the side of the shell 
hole had exposed a part of the skele- 
ton. We did not have the heart even 
to report the find. 


All day long, when in this region, 


from different directions, we could 
bear explosions, as skilled men, clear- 
Ing the zone of combat, blew up con- 
cealed 
mines that had not been 


touched off, and exploded shells in 
pits, Such, at any rate, was the proc- 
ess described to us; 
we. did not 


venture to pass near enough to ob- 
tain exact Information. 


Pile* of Sheila. 


The amount of unexploded shells In ; 


the region Is almost Incredible. Small i 
collections of shells are not uncom- 
mon ; and not far from Laon, between 
the highway and the railway running 
parallel a few hundred feet away, 
there Is a large ammunition dump 
where shells of various calibers are 
piled in cords like firewood, but un- 
fenced and exposed to the weather. 
The French military authorities arc 
clearing op these places as rapidly as 
possible, bat on account of the lack 
of men the work goes slowly. 


The shells burled in the soil are 


a source of danger as soon as culti- 
vation begins. 


It'is seriously proposed to abandon 


many of the villages In the devas- 
tated zone of France, compensate the 
owners of the land, and turn large 
areas Into forest. In seventy-five or 
a hundred years the investment would 
have reimbursed the state for Its out- 
lay, and by that time, in cose It should 
DC deemed best to use the renewed '
